IN SUGAR CASE 


Fliey Have All Been Heard 


on the Witness Stand 


CHECKER'S INCREASED PAY 


Says He Considered It Due. to Fact 


That .His Work Was Appreciated— 


Found Hole In Stanchion, but Did 


Not Know What It Was Used For— 


Bendernagel Says He Did Not Know 


Checkers 


New York, Dec. 15.—In the trial 


of six former employes of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining company before 
Judge Martin in the United States 
circuit court, all of the defendants 
have made their appearance" on the 
witness stand, James F. Bendernagel 
being the last one to testify. 


There was no indication from any 


of them of any disposition to tell on 
Individuals higher, up, as was fore- 
shadowed In.a statement by Bender- 
nagei's counsel, Charles M. Beattle, 
on the first day ot the trial. 
It Is 


therefore taken for granted now that 
the defense proposes to sit tight and 
rest upon the general denials that 
have been entered against the gov- 
ernment's charges. 


Patrick J. Hennessey, one of the 


four indicted checkers who recorded 
the weights taken by the government 
weighers on the Wllliamsburg docks 
of the sugar trust where the weighing 
frauds occurred, 
testified 
yesterday 


that he had been employed at the Wil- 
lidnisburg refinery for eighteen years, 
and previously was employed for five 
years as a weigher In 
the 
custom 


house. 
He had never seen Bender- 


nagel taking any, part in the work on 
the docks. 


On cross examination the witness 


said his Increase in pay had come 
shortly after. he went to work as a 
checker on the government weighers. 
He considered that Spltzor had given 
the increase because he appreciated 
the work done by the witness. 
The 


witness stuck to his statement that 
he had not known ; there was a hole 
or a wire spring in the stanchion ol 
the scale he used before he saw a pic- 
ture In the newspapers. 


Hennessey, said that after he read 


that.there was a hole In the stanchion 
he took pains to examine it to see il 
the. hole was actually 
there. He 


found the hole all right, but denied all 
knowledge as to how it got there or 
what It was used for. 
'Hennessey identified the pink books 
in which he had checked up sugar on 
the government weighers, Including 
one- in which a difference of nearly 
three tons was apparent between his 
weights and the city weigher's weights 
in 800 drafts of sugar over the scale. 
He said that he could not account for 
',her difference. 
. 


Before calling Bendernagel the de- 


Tense .put on a number of character 
witnesses. 
When^ Bendernagel was 


called to the stand he-testified that 
he had been in the WilJlamsburg plant 
for .twenty-nine years, and had been 
cashier of'it .for twenty-two years. 
He told of occupying various social 
arid business positions in Broolclyri or- 
ganizations and said that his salary had 
been ?6000 a year. 
Bendernagel de- 


clared that his work was confined en- 
tirely; to the cashier's department and 
that-he knew nothing as to what weiil 
on. on the docks.

.He. denied even acquaintance with 


the ^defendant checkers, except'that 
he said he..had known Hennessey sev- 
er'al^jrears before. . In regard to the 
comparison of the weights as'shown 
by ij'ie invoices which were sent up to 
him"'from the office of the sugar trnsl 
at 117 Wall street to be checked up 
witlrthe -weights recorded by the city 
weighers, Bendernagel explained thai 
he,saw only:the city weigher's returns 
and knew, nothing about the way in 
which they were made. 


He entered into various details ns 


to the conditions under which his own 
department was run, denying that lie 
had /ever paid money to government 
Inspectors; had ever'known that holes 
were :bored through the scale stan- 
chions, or .had ever seen the spring 
which Parr found in the stanchion ol 
scale No. 1 until he testified before 
the grand jury in Brooklyn.

Japanese Mushroom Growing. 


. The Japanese have (in inlerestlng 
method of growing a kind of mush- 
room known as the wood mushroom, 
Agarlcus sbilake.; This species, which 
Is much prized as ft food In Japan, is 
related lo the so called honey fungus, 
a species very destructive to the roots 
of trees and woody plants. Tills latter 
species, It may be noted, is one of the 
causes of phosphorescence in decaying 
wood. Tbe Japanese method of grow- 
ing their mushroom seems to cousfst 
m preparing the.ground for it. A cop- 
pice of red oak, beech or chestnut of. 
uome twenty years' growtli is cut down- 
just after Ihe fall of tlus leaf. Tbo 
wood Is then left lyiiig for a bundredr 
d/iys. It is Iben cut Into lengths of 
three or four feet, nnd the logs are 
.lacerated with, largo pruning knives. 
Spores settle on the wounded parts, 
and the mycelium 
of the. fungus 


spreads through the tlsr.ucs of -the 
wood. Xcit year a'crop of mushrooming 
springs up: The production of imnVji- 
rooms niny.Bo ou.for six ycnrs, but tilys 
main crop ts gathered the locond year*
